Rirmsfeld.and.would rely on U.S. diplomats serving in the 
MiddJe fiast lo- continue the search for an Arab- Israeli peace 
setdeixrenL Mr. Rumsfeld, a former defence secretary, was app- 
omted-to his .Middle East post last November to succeed Philip 
Kabjb.There are no active negotiations currently for an overall 
Middle East settlement or to resolve the situation in Lebanon, 
from which the United States completed a withdrawal of pea- 
cekeeping forces in February. Mr. Rumsfeld said in a letter to Mr. 
Reagan that he was returning to his job as president of G.D.

UNITED NATIONS (R) — The Security Council will meet on 
Monday to consider a complaint against Israel arising out of 
Israeli attacks this week in a Palestinian refugee camp io South 
Lebanon, officials said Friday. The Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) sought the hearing and council members agreed 
to debate the matter after a closed-door review of the question 
Friday. As the PLO is not empowered to submit a formal request 
for council action, its case was backed by the Arab group through 
its chairman for the month, the delegate of Kuwait, who sent a 
letter to the president. Oleg Trovanovsky of the Soviet Union, 
Thursday night, asking for a council meeting. Israeli troops adm- 
itted having carried out a "search" in the U.N.-run camp near 
Sidon early Wednesday. The United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency said Friday three people were killed and 29 injured in the 
Israeli raid.

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Iraq says it hit 2 ships as Iran warns of ‘extremely momentous development’ 

Gulf tension reaches new heights 

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq said it set abl- 
aze two large ships in the Gulf Friday and 
Iran warned “an extremely momentous dev- 
elopment" was possible. 


Any resumption of Iraqi attacks 
against Iranian oQ shipments thr- 
eatens to inflame the Gulf crisis 
after Iran said this week that no 
vessels in the waterway would be 
safe if its own shipping was blo- 
cked. 

Iraqi jets attacked two l, bigf’ 
naval targets south of Kharg Isl- 
and, Iran’s main oil terminal in the 
Gulf region, a military spokesman 
announced Friday. 

The spokesman, reading a 
communique over Baghdad 
Radio, said the raiding jetfighters 
“ scored direct and effective hits in 
the two targets setting them abl- 
aze, and returned safely to base." 

The air attack “underlines our 
capability to maintain the blo- 
ckade imposed on Kharg and all 
other Iranian ports." the spo- 
kesman added without disclosing 
further details pertaining to type 
and nationality of the reportedly 
stricken vessels. 

The four-month Iraqi-imposed 
sea blockade on Kharg Island and 
other Iranian ports has crippled, 
directly or not, at least 19 Iranian. 
' foreign and Arab ships sailing acr- 
oss the Gulf region. 

Iraq announced last February 
that it was imposing the sea blo- 
ckade on its 44-month Gulf war 
enemy to prevent Iran from using 


sea ports that are "the main res- 
ources financing its war machine." 

Iraqi communiques warned that 
any ship trying to approach the 
Iranian coast will be attacked, irr- 
espective of its nationality. 

The repon of fresh attacks Fri- 
day followed on condemnation by 
six Gulf Arab states of recent Ira- 
nian attacks on Kuwait and Saudi 
tankers (See page 2). 

Kuwait’s Foreign Minister She- 
ikh Sabah Al Ahmad Al Sabah 
also said Friday an Iranian pilot 
hnd defected to Saudi Arabia to 
political asylum after ref- 
using orders to attack a Kuwait oil 
tanker. He gave no date for the 
defection (See page 2). 

GCC decision 

Foreign ministers of the Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC) 
have decided to seek Arab League 
and United Natioos Security Cou- 
ncil help to protect commercial 
navigation in the Gulf waters. 

Britain, the United States, and 
Japan meanwhile expressed con- 
cern Thursday about the troubled 
situation in the Gulf. 

The Iraqis fired on two Saudi 
supertankers on April 25 and May 
7 within the war zone it imposed. 
The I ranians attacked two Kuw- 


aiti tankers last Sunday and Mon- 
day outside the Iranian territorial 
waters, and a Saudi tanker Wed- 
nesday inside its Saudi territorial 
waters. 

The ministers said they would 
take their case to an Arab League 
meeting Saturday in Tunis in the 
hope of mustering an United Arab 
front against Iran (Masri leaves for 
Tunis, page 2). They also decided 
to refer the problem of the attacks 
to the Security Council. 

U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger said in Brussels on 
Thursday that he has no plans to 
raise the status of alert of Ame- 
rican troops in the Gulf region 
because of the attacks. 

“Every country. I think, has to 
view with great concern the att- 
acks on unarmed ships carrying 
vital supplies,” Mr. Weinberger 
told reporters after a two-day 
meeting of North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation (NATO) defence 
ministers. 

In Cairo, Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan All cau- 
tioned that the attacks on Arab 
tankers could precipitate big- 
power intervention to protect oil 
traffic in the Gulf. 

An official of President Ronald 
Reagan's administration said in 
Washington that the U.S. has dis- 
cussed with Saudi Arabia and 
other Gulf Arab states the pos- 
sibility of providing air cover for 
oil tankers in the Gulf (See page 2). 

In Iraq, the daily newspaper Al 
Thawra, organ of the ruling Arab 


Baath Socialist Party, said the att- 
acks on Saudi and Kuwaiti tankers 
confirmed the view that “Iranian 
aggression is not aimed at Iraq 
alone but also the entire Arab 
Homeland, especially the Gulf 
and the Arabian Peninsula." 

I ranian hints 

The Iranians, while not publicly 
announcing responsibility for att- 
acking ships, have hinted they did 
so over the past few days as ret- 
aliation for the Iraqi attacks aga- 
inst vessels using their Kharg Isl- 
and in the northern Gulf. 

Tehran Radio, monitored by 
the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. Friday quoted a senior 
Iranian leader as saying “an ext- 
remely momentous development 
(in the Gulf region), the con- 
sequences of which cannot be pre- 
dicted,” was possible. 

“Should the Gulf be opened to 
the superpowers and everyone of 
the second-rate powers, our nat- 
ion should prepare itself for war 
throughout the world against the 
interests of every country desirous 
of intervention in the Gulf," it 
quoted Hojatoleslam Hashemi 
Rafsaojani. Iran's parliament spe- 
aker, as saying. 

He urged Saudi Arabia. Kuwait 
and other Gulf states which sup- 
port Iraq not to get directly inv- 
olved in the war. Iran would reg- 
ard exports of oil by Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait on behalf of Iraq as 
participation in the war, he added. 


Diplomats in Riyadh told Reu- 
ters Thursday they had no doubt 
Iran was determined to strike back 
if its oil shipments from the Gulf, 
on which it depends to finance the 
war. were blocked. 

Gulf salvage companies and 
shipping sources, contacted by 
Reuters, said they had no con- 
firmation of any attacks on ships in 
the Gulf since the Saudi-owned 
Yanbu Pride was hit off the Saudi 
coast on Wednesday. 

In Lortdon, Lloyds shipping int- 
elligence said they had no ind- 
ependent confirmation of any 
vessels hit in the Gulf Friday. 

Norwegian shipowners ann- 
ounced a halt on sailings to the 
Gulf Friday but a spokesman for 
Japanese shipowners said Jap- 
anese vessels were still.being sent 
to the area despite the report of 
Iraqi attacks Friday. 

The English-daily Saudi Gaz- 
ette said Friday the kingdom's pat- 
ience should not be overtaxed in 
the crisis over air attacks on its oil 
tankers and those of its allies. 

It said in an editorial the Saudis 
had been trying to avoid U.S. int- 
ervention in the Gulf, and had no 
doubt that the GCC foreign min- 
isters had put final touches to a 
collective defence strategy. 

The Kuwaiti daily Al Watan cal- 
led on Iranian rulers to resort to 
reason and prevent new problems 
in the region, including sup- 
erpower interference.

Kara mi urges national 
unity to liberate south 


BEIRUT (AP) — Prime Minister 
Rashid Kararai on Friday called 
on his countrymen to unite in a 
drive to liberate South Lebanon 
from occupation and not long 
after Mr. Karamf s statement, the 
thud of artillery fire could be 
heard throughout Beirut, and- 
radio stations reported shells fal- 
ling on widespread residential 
neighbourhoods in Beirut and its 
suburbs. 

The radio stations warned res- 
idents to stay indoors, and traffic 
thinned noticeably on the streets 
as darkness fell. 

There were no immediate rep- 
orts of casualties. Both state radio 
and the rightist “Voice of Leb- 
anon" station said five calls for a 
ceasefire failed to stop the new 
outbreak of shelliag on residential 
areas. 

It followed intermittent sniping 
across the “green line” between 
mainly Christian east and mostly 
Muslim west Beirut that police 
said wounded one civilian and a 
policeman. Eight persons — inc- 
luding four Lebanese array sol- 
diers — had been wounded in ove- 
rnight mortar, machine gun and 
grenade exchanges. 

Mr. Karami met on Friday with 
the Soviet ambassador to Leb- 
anon, Aixander Soldatov, and said 
that the discussions were aimed at 
“exchanging views regarding the 
difficult circumstances through 


which we are passing and mea- 
sures. that we could undertake to 
ensure the liberation of our land 
and the restoration of our sov- 
ereignty.” 

The liberation of Lebanese ter- 
ritory from Israeli occupation" is a 
duty and a goal that unites the 
Lebanese who cannot disagree 
when it comes to their country’s 
higher interests." Mr. Karami told 
reporters' after the meeting. 

Meanwhile government sources 
said administration officials have 
worked out the finishing touches 
on a draft policy statement for the 
new Karami cabinet 

The sources, who declined to be 
identified, said Finance Minister 
Camille Chamoun, a Maronite 
Catholic and former Lebanese 
president completed a re-write of 
the preamble for statement after 
telephone consultations with Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel and Mr. 
Karami. 

Mr. Kararai told the state tel- 
evision station late Thursday night 
that the cabinet policy statement 
would serve as a "new charter" 
that he hoped would ensure sta- 
bility in Lebanon “for dozens of 
years if not forever.”

Strike hits West German 
automakers, newspapers 


FRANKFURT (AP) — Tho- 
usands of striking printers and 
metalworkers shut down major 
West German automakers and 
newspapers Friday in a escalating 
nationwide battle for a shorter 
I workweek. 

More than 100,000 workers 
were expected to be off the job by 
Monday in the nation’s worst lab- 
our dispute since 1978. 

Management issued an 11th- 
hour appeal to the world* s largest 
trade union. I.G. Metall, to res- 
ume negotiations and halt the cri- . 
ppling wave of strikes “leading to 
serious economic damages”. 

I.G. Metall, which has 2.5 mil- 
lion members, said it would give ’ 
its response Saturday morning. 

The series of walkouts that 
began last month with warning str- 
ikes spread Friday as an estimated 
25,000 metalworkers and 1 1,000 
printers laid down their tools to 
press dem-r !s for a 35-hour wor- 
kweek with no cut in pay. 

Scattered job actions by the I .G. 
Metall union in advance of a 
major walkout called for Monday 


forced the famed Daimler-Benz 
and BMW automakers to halt 
production for lack of supplies, _ 
with Audi scheduled to follow 
suit. 

Volkswagen, Opel and the 
German subsidiary of Ford have 
said next week’s protests would 
force curtailment of production. 

Meanwhile, warning strikes by 
I.G. Drack and Papier, the pri- 
nters? union. Wept scores of new- 
spapers off the stands Friday and 
forced others to put out slimmer 
editions. 

Stuttgart-area assembly lines 
have been idle since Wednesday at 
Daimler-Benz, maker of the Mer- 
cedes car and Europe 1 s oldest aut- 
omobile manufacturer. Rival 
BMW stopped production ove- 
rnight in Miinich-area plants. 

The estimated BMW’s daily 
turnover at its four German plants 
and small Austrian engine man- 
ufacturer at 40 million to 50 mil- 
lion marks ($14.8 to $18.5 rafl- 
lion). 

BMW produces about 2,000 
cars and 150 motorcycles a day. 


Israeli raid on Palestinian refugee camp 
killed 3, injured 29, UNRWA says 


VIENNA (Agencies) — An off- 
icial of the United Nations Relief 
and Works Agency (UNRWA) 
said Friday three people had died 
and about 29 were injured when 
Israeli forces stormed a Pal- 
estinian refugee camp in southern 
Lebanon last Tuesday. 

“We have just had a report 
which says that one woman died of 
shock after disturbances on May 
17, and two people were killed on 
May 15 by gun shots," a spo- 
kesman at the agency's Vienna 
headquarters contacted by phone 
told Reuters. 

Three people were seriously 
injured, six wounded by gunshots 
and about 20 suffered cuts and' 
braises, he said. 

Earlier Friday the Israeli army 
denied any involvement in the inc- 
idents and said “disturbances’* in 
the ‘Ain Al Hilweh camp near 
Sidon were between “camp res- 
idents.” 

Czechoslovakian daily Rude 


Pravo said that Israelis had killed 
about 40 people in a massacre at 
the camp, the official Ceteka news 
agency reported. 

The UNRWA spokesman dec- 
lined to comment on this report. 

Meanwhile an Israeli patrol sta- 
ged a show of strength in the str- 
eets of the South Lebanese port 
city of Sidon by shooting out tyres 
of up to 20 cars and ramming a 
truck with an armoured vehicle. 

The Israeli soldiers then beat 
and kicked the truck's driver, 
while members of the Israeli- 
backed “South Lebanon army” 
blocked Western photographers 
from taking pictures of the inc- 
ident. 

The Israeli occupation force 
has. in the past, rammed or shot up 
cars on streets in Sidon to enforce 
“no parking” orders. The orders 
are designed to prevent bombs 
from being detonated in cars while 
Israeli patrols are passing. 

The incidents in Sidon Friday 


came following three days of vio- 
lence in the nearby Palestinian 
refugee camp. Visitors to the 
camp Friday morning reported 
that it was quiet but that new bar- 
ricades — made of burned out 
cars, barrels, iron pipes and other 
junk — had been put up inside the 
camp. 

An Israeli military spokesman 
in Tel Aviv issued a statement 
Thursday night on events in the 
‘Ain Al Hilweh refugee camp that 
contradicted what Israeli military 
sources had said earlier, and com- 
pletely at odds with the versions of 
camp residents and officials of 
UNRWA. 

The Israeli statement said two 
people were injured after Israeli 
forces entered the camp late Tue- 
sday night to make “searches and 
arrests.” It said one woman was 
injured as soldiers broke into a 
house where they found “sab- 
otage equipment” and a second 
person was shot trying to escape. 


Israelis say Ansar escapee shot dead 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
Israeli military spokesman on Fri- 
day announced that one prisoner 
was killed and five others escaped 
in a breakout from the Ansar 
camp in South Lebanon. 

The announcement was the first 
official Israeli confirmation that 
prisoners were being held at the 
Ansar facility which the array had 
said was closed after a prisoner 
exchange last November. 

South Lebanon residents, how- 
ever, have reported that more 
than 200 people have been det- 
ained in the camp since the ann- 
ounced closing. 

The spokesman said Israeli for- 
ces “fired” at the fleeing detainees 
Thursday night and captured four 
in addition to one who was fatally 
injured. 


The injured man was flown to a 
hospital in Israel where he later 
died, according to the spokesman, 
who in keeping with military reg- 
ulations was not identified. The 
announcement did not say whe- 
ther the escapees were Pal- 
estinians or Lebanese. 

On Thursday, in response to 
queries from the Associated Press. 
Israeli officers who stipulated they 
be identified only as “official mil- 
itary sources" said Ansar was no 
longer a detention camp but was 
being used as an “interrogation 
centre by the general security ser- 
vices’* — popularly known by its 
Hebrew initials of Shin Bet, 

These sources said “suspects" 
may have been detained at Ansar 
for “interrogation" before being 
taken to undisclosed other loc- 


ations. They said “a few people" 
might be held at Ansar for “a few 
days" but gave no specific figures. 

Last Nov. 24. Israel swapped 
4.600 prisoners for six Israeli sol- 
diers captured in Lebanon in 1 982 
by Palestinian fighters. At the 
time. Israeli officials said 4.500 of 
the freed prisoners had been held 
in Ansar while 1 00 had been jailed 
in Israel. 

Of the Ansar prisoners, the Isr- 
aelis said, 1 .000 were brought to 
Israel and flown to freedom in 
Algeria while the remaining 3.500 
Palestinian and Lebanese det- 
ainees were released "unc- 
onditionally at the gate of Ansar.” 

Military spokesmen sub- 
sequently maintained that Ansar 
had been shut down.

Golan Druze 

TEL AVIV (AP) — Thousands of 
Druze in the occupied Golan Hei- 
ghts waved Syrian flags and sho- 
uted anti-Israeli slogans in a 
memorial demonstration marking 
the 40th day after the death of a 
former Syrian Druze general and 
member of parliament, Israel 
Radio reported. 

The radio said about 10,000 
demonstrators attended the 
memorial, standing in separate 
groups on both sides of the line 
separating Israeli-Occupied ter- 
ritory from Syria. 

On the Syrian side of the line, 
Syrian parliament member Shakar 
Akawj condemned Morocco for 
welcoming a 35-member Israeli 


delegation to a conference of 
Moroccan Jews in Rabat this 
week, the radio said. 

The radio said the protest broke 
up without incident after 90 min- 
utes. 

The rally marked 40 days since 
Gen. Nooreddin Kanj Abu Saleh, 
his wife and two children were kil- 
led in a car accident in Damascus. 

Gen. Abu Saleh’s burial April 9 ’ 
had sparked angry dem- 
onstrations by a group of Golan 
Druze after Israel failed to grant 
his family’s request to bury him in 
the Israel-held village of Majdel 
Shams where he was bom. 

Israel occupied the Syrian 
Golan Heights in the 1967 war 


and annexed the area in Dec- 
ember 1981. 

Meanwhile the Jerusalem Post 
reported that a large number of 
Druze living in the annexed ter- 
ritories have given up their Israeli 
citizenship. 

The paper attributed the Druze 
decision to mounting pressure and 
ostracism from the community’s 
leaders and notables. 

A resident of the Majdel Shams 
village, Moreh Druk, said he was 
forced to give up his Israeli cit- 
izenship after the village notables 
refused to hold a religious funeral 
for his son 35 long as he was an 
Israeli citizen, the paper said. 


King, Thatcher review 
developments in Gulf 


AMMAN (J.T.) — His Vlajesry 
King Hussein and British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher Tue- 
sday held discussions on dev- 
elopments in the Middle East with 
special focus on the Iran-lraq war. 
the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra reported from London. 

King Hussein, who is on a pri- 
vate visit to Britain, and Mrs. Tha- 
tcher also reviewed Middle East 
problems in general and the 


Arab-lsraeli conflict. 

The King said in a British radio 
interview lasL weekend that every 
Israeli settlement on the West 
Bank was an added obstacle in the 
path of peace. 

Earlier. Mrs. Thatcher told par- 
liament that Britain was seriously 
concerned about the Iran-lraq 
war and its implications for the 
West's security, especially in view 
of recent attacks on oil tankers.

unified Arab stand 


TUNIS (Agencies) — The Arab 
World is currently facing 3 most 
critical situation and ad Arab cou- 
ntries should live up to the level of 
their responsibility towards the 
challenges. Foreign Minister 
Taher Al Masri said Friday. 

Mr. Masri, who was speaking to 
reporters upon arrival at Carthage 
airport to attend an emergency 
meeting of Arab foreign ministers 
due to open in the Tunisian city 
Saturday, stressed the need for ail 
Arab countries to adopt a unified 
stand under the Arab League 
Charter to face all challenges, the 
Jordanian News Agency. Petra, 
said. 

“What we are facing in the Gulf 
area and the eastern pan of the 
Arab Homeland is the biggest evi- 
dence of the gravity of the sit- 
uation that confronts us” Mr, 
Masri said. 

Jordan would submit to the 
Arab ministers meeting its pro- 
posals and plans to support the 
steadfastness of the people living 
under the Israeli occupation, the 
foreign minister said. 

Commenting on the ongoing 
Jordanian- Palestinian dialogue on 
joint political moves in efforts to 
solve the Palestinian problem. Mr. 
Masri said a framework for such 
efforts has not been reached. 
Once such a framework has been 
reached, the efforts would be on a 


pan- Arab level, he added. 

Attacks on shipping and the 
danger that the Gulf war might 
spread to other Arab nations are 
expected to dominate a meeting of 
the ministers. 

The extraordinary Arab League 
meeting was originally called' in 
March to draft an agenda and fix a 
date for a much-postponed Arab 
summit due to have been held in 
Saudi Arabia last year. 

But the six-nation Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) has 
asked for it to consider the bur- 
ning issue of recent air attacks on 
Kuwaiti and Saudi tankers in the 
Gulf. 

Kuwait said Friday that it woulJ 
ask the Arab League to imp- 
lement its Joint Defence Agr- 
eement, a move which would 
bring league members to the sup- 
port of the Gulf states. 

But Syria and Libya, which 
maintain good relations with Iran, 
are likely to oppose such a req- 
uest, Reuter quoted diplomatic 
sources as saying.

Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait and North Yemen 
were to report on a recent tour 
aimed aL urging Western countries 
to help bring the war to an end!

Jordan dismisses Libyan 
allegation as fabrication 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan on Fri- 
day strongly denied a Libyan all- 
egation that the Kingdom was 
plaoning a “terrorist campaign" 
against the regime of Col. Mua- 
mmar Qadhafi by training Pal- 
estinian commandos to carry out 
the plan. 

The British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC) quoted a high- 
level Jordanian government off- 
icial as saying the Libyan charge, 
published by the official Libyan 
news agency JAN A earlier Friday, 
“is a complete fabrication to cover 
up recent events in Libya.” 

"Jordan does not plan or carry 
put any such acts against any Arab 
country." the senior official said. 

Reuters quoted an official of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) in Amman as also denying 
the Libyan charge. 

Alaeddin Husni. chief of the 
PLO bureau in Jordan, told Reu- 


ters that the Libyan government 
was making the allegations to jus- 
tify its internal problems "by pas- 
sing on the responsibility (for 
these problems) to persons out- 
side the Libyan nation." 

Libyan exiles opposed to Col. 
Qadhafi said last week some of 
their commandos staged a during 
operation in the Libyan capital. 
Tripoli, aimed at assassinating the 
Libyan strongman. The operation, 
in which about 12 to 15 took pan, 
failed and the commandos were 
killed in a shootout with Libyan 
soldiers- 

Lihya blamed Tunisia and other 
unnamed Arab countries of sup- 
porting the operation with British 
and American help. Tunisia has 
rejected the charges.

U.S. accuses 2 Libyans 
of plots against defectors 


NEW YORK (R) — A U.S. pro- 
secutor charged in court Friday 
that a Libyan student arrested last 
week for trying to buy guns with 
silencers had sought hitmen to kill 
defectors in the United Slates and 
an unnamed person in Britain. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Carol 
Amon said Bashir Ali Baesho. 36. 
and another Libyan student arr- 
ested with him last week. Mehdi 
Belgasem Hitewesh. had direct 
links to the Libyan government 
and were also trying to export 
C-130 airplane parts to Lit .,a. 

The prosecutor said Mi. Baesho 
asked an undercover Federal Bur- 
eau of Investigation (FBI) agent 
who sold him three guns with sil- 
encers last week if he could pro- 
vide him with hitmen to kill def- 
ectors this summer. 

“Baesho said he was interested 
in eliminating defectors and asked 
him (the undercover agent) if he 
could do a hit in Britain." Ms. 
Amon told Brooklyn Federal 
Court Judge Mark Constantino- 

Judge Constantino ordered 
both men held in lieu of $10 mil- 
lion each and set June 4 as the date 
for the hearing. 


Ms. Amon said she was asking 
for high bail because she had inf- 
ormation from a highly reliable 
source that the Libyan gov- 
ernment was ready to post bail for 
the two men. both U.S. graduate 
students. 

Lawyers for the Libyans said 
there was no evidence to link their 
clients to any conspiracy and that 
they were only charged w ith buy- 
ing the guns. "They arc t ieiims of 
an entrapment scheme." attorney 
Robert Thabil said. 

The two men were arrested on 
May 9 after Mr. Baesho bought 
three .45-calibre pistols with sil- 
encers from an undercover agent 
in New York and then drove with 
him to a Philadelphia suburb 
where he linked up with Mr. Hit- 
ewesh. 

Ms. Amon said the con- 
versation on supplying hitmen 
took place as the FBI undercover 
agent drove with Mr. Baesho to 
Phildelphia. 

The prosecutor said Mr. Hit- 
ewesh was a member of the Lib- 
yan military but did not give his 
rank. He said Mr. Baesho had dir- 
ect links with Libya. 





U.S. confident of ability 
cope with Gulf issue 


WASHINGTON ( USIA) — The White House says it 
is confident of its ability to cope with any eventuality 
in the Gulf. U.S. Deputy Press Secretary Larry Spe- 
akes said Thursday. 


"While we are not going to dis- 
cuss contingency plans, our goal 
and that of friendly nations in the 
region remains to prevent closure 
of the Strait of Hormuz and to 

permit freedom of navigation in 
the Gulf." Mr. Speakes said. 

He said the Reagan adm- 
inistration had been "in close con- 
sultation with our allies in the reg- 
ion and in Europe. We have und- 
erway an active diplomatic effort 
to reduce Tensions in the area. We 
are confident of our ability to cope 
with anv eventuality.” 

While the United States has had 
consultations with the Gulf states 
about security problems over the 
past several months. "There has 
been no specific U.S. offer of dir- 
ect military support, and air cover 
has not been requested by any of 
the Gulf states." the White House 
spokesman said. 

In response to questions about 
whether there had been any offers 
of indirect military suppon and 
about the possibility of air cover 
having been offered in that con- 
ical. Mr. Speakes said: "We’ve 
certainly had generalised dis- 
cussions with the Gulf states on 
the suhject of their security, but 
we have not made any specific 
offer of direct military support.” 
"They haven’t requested it and 
we haven't offered it.” he said. 

Asked if there had been an inf- 
ormal U.S. offer of support that 


might have been rejected by the 
Gulf states, he said: " I don’t know 
that there's been an informal offer 
and therefore no rejection.” 

In reponse to questions about 
how the Reagan administration 
would deal with the situation. Mr. 
Speakes said: "The goal remains 
to keep the strait open. I did not 
discuss means or methods.” 

Asked if the Gulf states had 
made any kind of request to the 
United States. Mr. Speakes said: 
"I don't know if there have been 
any specific requests; in fact I 
doubt if there have been any spe- 
cific requests on the tanker attacks 
in the Gulf, but we do have, cer- 
tainly. an ongoing relationship 
that does include military with 
those individual states.” 

Asked about the nature of the 
consultations that have been con- 
ducted. Mr. Speakes described 
them as "more of a diplomatic 
nature." 

"Certainly we've had arr- 
angements over the past several 
months with the region and par- 
ticularly our European friends on 
future planning for the area. But 
these consultations have taken 
more of an approach of diplomatic 
statements to the parties inv- 
olved.” he said. 

Mr. Speakes said President 
Reagan "would adequately eon- 
sult with Congress on any steps 
that we would take." 


As for whether AWACS air- 
craft had monitored the attacks on 
oil tankers in the Gulf. Mr. Spe- 
akes said, "we do have AWACS in 
Saudi Arabia at the request of the 
government of Saudi Arabia. 
They’ve been there since the beg- 
inning of the Iran-Iraq war tn 
1 980." He said he did not know 
the number of AWACS there but 
noted. *' the aircraft are fully ope- 
rational and are providing aerial 
surveillance data for eastern Saudi 
Arabia and the adjacent Gulf to 
the Saudi Air Force to enhance its 
air defence capability. The 
AWACS are operating within 
Saudi air space." 

He told questioners the 
AWACS he was referring to were 
not those that were sold to Saudi 
Arabia but those that had been 
stationed there by the United Sta- 
tes at the request of the Saudis. 
The AWACS stationed in Saudi 
Arabia, he said, are commanded 
by U.S. personnel. 

Asked if he were denying the - 
report in the New York Times 
May 1 7 that the United States had 
made an offer of air cover at a time 
when the Iran-Iraq war was not as 
tense as it has since become and no 
one accepted the offer, Mr. Spe- 
akes said. "I am essentially den- 
ying the Times story. I hate to 
issue a blanket denial" of the 
whole story "because it had many 
facets but that part of it that we'd 
received” a request "or had off- 
ered” air cover " is not true." • 

Mr. Speakes said the diplomatic 
consultations he referred to had 
taken place "at the ambassadorial 
level" in the Middle East and in

Europe^! the last several days." 

" Whatever we did would be in 
concert with European allies and 
specifically those friendly nations 
in the region” of the Gulf." 

Mr. Speakes said that in the 
eventuality of any cutoff of oil 
' supplies because of violence in the 
Gulf, "we feel there are adequate 
stocks both in the United States 
and worldwide to sustain any cut- 
off that would be caused by the 
violence.” 

He afraid the Reagan adm- 
inistrafron has "tripled the stocks 
in the strategic oil reserve” since 
entering the White House over 
three years ago. 

At the - State Department, spo- 
kesman John Hughes emphasised 
that while the United States has 
been Jfcvolved in consultations 
with aPImber of Gulf states over 
security problems for several 
months, "no specific U.S. offer of 
direct military support has been 
made. Nor has any bee a requested 
"by any. of the Gulf states.” 

"As you know, that is an area of' 
vital interest to us. The president 
has made it clear that we are pre- 
pared to defend our vital int- 
erests.” Mr. Hughes declared. 


Gulf states condemn Iran for hitting tankers 


BAHRAIN (R) — Arab Gulf sta- 
tes Thursday condemned Iran for 
attacking their tankers and the 
waterway's oil traffic slowed as 
Iran warned no vessels were safe if 
its own shipping was threatened. 

The six-nation Gulf Co- • 
operation Council (GCC) said it 
would take up the Iranian “agr- 
ession” with the United Nations 
Security Council and also raise the 
matter at an Arab League session 
in Tunis on Saturday. 

Amid heightened tension over 
the fresh threats to freedom of 
navigation in the strategic wat- 
erway as a result of the Iran-Iraq 
war. Iran warned the United Sta- 
tes and the Soviet Union to stay 
away from the area. 

Kuwait, which suffered attacks 
on two tankers this week also sou- 
ght to discourage superpower inv- 


olvement in the region, where the 
conflict has spread well beyond 
the warzone proclaimed by Iraq in 
the northern part of the Gulf. 

In turn the U.S.. on the eve of a 
visit to the Gulf by Vice-President 
George Bush, said there were no 
grounds for increasing its warship 
readiness in the area. 

The Reagan administration said 
in Washington it was weighing 
options for keeping the Gulf open 
to oil shipping but had offered no 
specific military support, nor had 
any Gulf state requested aircover. 

The Gulf Co-operation Cou- 
ncil. formed three years ago to 
counter any threats to the stability 
of the states, met after air attacks 
this week against Kuwaiti tankers 
and against a Saudi supertanker 
hit in Saudi waters Wednesday. 


In a statement after the talks the 

ministers said aggression against 
any one member was deemed to 
be directed at all six. 

Iraq said the only way to stop 
growing tension in the Gulf was to 
end the war with Iran. 

Japan, which relies on the Gulf 
for most of its oil. expressed con- 
cern over the latest flare-up and 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone said he would discuss the 
Gulf war with Arab League rep- 
resentatives in talks scheduled for 
next week. . . , 

U.S Defence Minister Caspar 
Weinberger, asked in Brussels 
Thursday whether he had inc- 
reased the state of alert of U.S. 
Naval Forces in the region, said: 
"We don't have any basis dor 
doing that at the moment." 


Washington affirms close links with Sudan

Mr. Crocker was questioned by 
journalists in Lagos.

Asked about the United States 
and its increased assistance to 
Sudan.

Crocker said that of the three 
Sudan is the recipient of the lar- 
gest amount of this aid. and then 
he pointed out "that there is a 
heavy preponderance of economic 
assistance, as indeed there should 
be. because that iswhere the need 


is. overwhelmingly." 

But. he conceded, “there are, 
indeed, security concerns as well." 

Concerning his recent dis- 
cussions in Khartoum. Mr. Cro- 
cker said they were" in the context 
of an important bilateral rel- 
ationship that we have with 
Sudan. Sudan is a long-standing 
and very important friend in both 
the African and the Middle East 
contexts, and we see no change in 
that regard.”

Bush says Iran should come to its senses 


LAHORE. Pakistan (R) — U.S. 
Vice President George Bush Fri- 
day branded Iran as one of his- 
tory s most extreme regimes and 
said Tehran should come to its 
senses and stop trying to ove- 
rthrow neighbouring gov- 
ernments. 

Mr. Bush told journalists before 
leaving for Oman after a four-day 
visit to Pakistan that the United 
States hoped air attacks on ships in 
the Gulf would stop. 

But he said the Reagan adm- 
inistration had no immediate 
plans to give military aid to thr- 
eatened states in the area. 


He refused to be drawn on que- 
stions about mounting tension in 
the Gulf and attacks on oil tan- 
kers. But he condemned Iran’s 
policies both during and after the 
14-month hostage drama at the 
U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

“The sore" is still deep, the 
wound is still open in terms of the 
hostage experience,” he said. 

Bush -called the Tehran gov- 
ernment "one of the most extreme 
regimes mankind has seen — fit 
has) fingerprints all over the terror 
and murder of American Marines 
in Lebanon.” 


"I would hope there would be 
some coming- to- its-senses (in 
Iran) in terms of international 
behaviour... and not trying to ove- 
rthrow its neighbours." he said. 

Mr. Bush declined to say whe- 
ther the United States would ask 
Pakistan to provide staging fac- 
ilities if Washington intervened 
militarily in the Gulf to keep oil 
supply, lines open. 

Oman has agreed to provide 
bases for the U.S. Rapid Dep- 
loyment Force but Pakistan has 
consistently said it would not do 
so. 



Lebanese Forces open office in Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM (R) — A rep- 
resentative of the Lebanese Fal- . 
angist militia opened a liaison off-,., 
ice in Jerusalem Thursday, sayingr 
he expected the move, to prompt 
Syria to wage war on his people as 
never before. 

Mr. Pierre Ya 2 bek told a city 
hall reception: “We expect Syrian 
shelling and pressure on our peo- 
ple to come to even more unb- 
earable extremes. War will be 
waged against us.” 

The opening of the office, an act 
of defiance against Lebanese 
Prime Minister Rashid Karamfs 
new government, was attended by 


officials of Israel's Foreign Min- 
istry, including Director General 
David Kimche. 

Mr. Kimche said Israel had 
long-standing ties with Lebanese 
Falangists and welcomed the rep- 
resentation. But he added that 
Israel wanted good relations with 
-all Lebanese factions. 

He has said the office would not 
have diplomatic status but would 
be granted certain privileges. 

Israel has kept a liaison office 
north of Beirut in the Falangist 
held area since it invaded Leb- 
anon in June, 1982. Three mem- 


bers of that office were recently 
captured by Syrian troops in north 
Lebanon. Israel said they were 
sightseeing but Damascus s aid 
they were on a spying mission. 

The Falangist militia opened its 
office Thursday. May 17. as a 
symbolic gesture since it was exa- 
ctly one year ago that Israel and 
Lebanon signed a troop wit- 
hdrawal accord which Beirut later 
abrogated under Syrian pressure. 

The militia, known as the Leb- 
anese Forces, denounced the abr- 
ogation of the accord and Beirut's 
recent tilt towards Syria. 


Turkish prime minister attacks Papandreou 


ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prime 
Minister Turgut Ozal Friday sha- 
rply attacked Greek Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou. saying 
be was playing a dangerous gapte 
by accusing Turkey of posing a 
threat to Greece. 

“ Mr. Papandreou is promoting 
the theme of a Turkish threat for 
external and domestic political 
considerations, something I am 
sure he himself does not believe.” 
Mr. Ozal told a press conference. 

He cited Mr. Papandreou’ s May 
1 0 sepeech to a Pan- Hellenic Soc- 
ialist Party (PASOK) congress, 
saying the Greek leader spoke of 
two Turkish islands and Istanbul 
as falling within Greek concern 
and commented on Turkey’s pol- 
itical structure. 

“The game he is playing is a 
dangerous one.” Mr. Ozal said. 
“We hope that Mr. Papandreou 
will speedily extricate himself 
from the phobia of the Turkish 
threat.” 

Mr. OzaP s remarks were in con- 


trast to his conciliatory pose on 
assuming power in December, 
when he offered Athens“the hand 
qj friendship.” ...... , t 

" ?x Unfortunately, wje did riol gec 
positive responses.” fiesard. 

Mr. Ozal said relations'between 
Turkey and Greece, long soured - 
over Cyprus, disputes in the Aeg- 
ean sea and other issues, had det- 
eriorated "beyond expectations” 
since PASOK came to power in 
1981. 

He called Mr. Papandreou “ int- 
ransigent." but said he did not bel- 
ieve the Greek nation shared their 
prime minister’s views. "What is 
important... is that the two cou- 
ntries should not consider fighting 
each other,” he said. 

On Cyprus. Mr. Ozal rejected a 
recent U.N. Security Council res- 
olution condemning last Nov- 
ember’s independence dec- 
laration by the Turkish Cypriot 
community. 

"No solution can be achieved 
with a mentality that ignores the 


Turkish 'community... We shall 
fulfil our obligations to the end 
towards the Turkish community 
and we clearly declare we will, 
never recognise such unjust res 1 
olutions ” , Mr. Ozal said. * 

Mr. Ozal said his planned visit 
to Libya next week would go 
ahead despite U.S. concern over 
such a trip by a NATO alliance 
prime minister. "My trip to Libya 
had been decided a long time 
ago... We saw no necessity to cha- 
nge it," he said. 

On Thursday, a Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman said Turkey had 
informed Washington it could not 
accept interference in its relations 
with Libya, which have tra- 
ditionally been close. 

Asked about continuing press 
censorship by the military, which 
in the past has included some of 
his own statements. Mr. Ozal said 
the government could not int- 
ervene in the exercise of martial 
law. still in force in most places.

Jabri ’s drawings encapsulate the paradoxes of Pella

AMMAN — Pella, a verdant val- 
ley surrounded by rolling mou- 
ntains that peal away into a purple 
distance, is a place of mystery and 
great magnetism that has been 
drawing people to it since time 
began, lathe deep and distant past 
h drew Neolithic man to its 
springs, after whom a continuous 
stream of people followed ending 
with the Ummyads and the Ayy- 
oubids who found its allure irr- 
esi stable. Today ft is largely pop- 
ulated by flocks of bedouin sheep 
and goats, by teams of arc- 
haeologists and most rece ntly for a 
short time by the artist Ali Jabri. 

Jabri, who has a great respect 
for and interest in the arc- 
haeological work going on in Jor- 
dan visited the- site earlier in the 
year when an archaeological team 
from Sidney University headed by 
Dr. Basil Hennessy were fre- 
netically excavating a recently dis- 
covered tomb — tomb 62 — and 
stayed on with them and long after 
they left sketching drawing and 
painting the works that are now on 
show at the British Council. 

“There., was this mar- 
vellous.limpid. crystalline env- 
ironment." Jabri said in an att- 
empt to put into words what att- 
racted him so, "interspersed by 
the flocks coming and going, mar- 
king the day with their regular pat- 
terns of movement. Situated bet- 
ween the torrid torpor of the Jor- 
dan Valley which nurtured the bir- . 
th place of the first attempt by man 
to harness communal living and 
the cool breezes that blow through 
the oaks up in Ajloon, Pella has a 
remoteness, a magical calm and 
serenity. 

" For me it was an escape, a rel- 
ease from the teeming capital with 


a 




its snarling telephones and bur- 
eaucratic enmeshments to an aLoll 
marooned in time and space." 

Tomb 62 

It was in an attempt to recreate 
this feeling of isolation, this" more 
metaphysical sense of hermetic 
sealing^ that put the artist and the 
other occupants of Pella beyond 
politics and the news, beyond all 
normal daily considerations, that 
Jabri built the wonderfully atm- 
ospheric replica of Tomb 62 to 
house his works at the British 
Council. 

Entering through a small doo- 
rway. complete with a perfect 
drawing of the old sign to Pella, 
you stand in the first of the two 


main burial chambers. Sur- 
rounded by Jabrfs spellbinding 
drawings whieft' depict aD aspects 
of his stay in Pella, hung on walls 
surface of which you are sure 
would crumble if touched, you 
immediately feel enclosed and 
protected in a comforting womb- 
like environment. For a few min- 
utes you enter another world, a 
Pella world of soft Filtered light, of 
peace and quiet, of magic and 
mystery. 

The majority of JabrTs dra- 
wings depict some of the many 
hundreds of ceramics that were 
unearthed by the archaeologists 
this season alone. Most of the 
finds came from Tomb 62, the 
quantity and quality of the art- 
ifacts indicating that this was no 
ordinary burial chamber but the 
resting place of an August and 
perhaps ruling family. 

“What made me stay on at 
Pella" . said Jabri," was this urgent 
sense of subdued excitement. 
There seemed to be an ine- 
xhaustible treasure house and it all 
seemed releva nt to the physical 
identity of Jordan. Everyday the 
archaeologists would come down 
with another 100 pots, pots so tot- 
ally resonant with historical imp- 
rints that you would immediately 
wonder “Whose hand touched it 
last?” 

Flesh and earth 

“There were a few other obj- 
ects. cornelians, amber etc., but it 
was mostly ceramics and this was 
another beautiful thing because 
not only is the ancient world cla- 
ssified by its ceramics but in those 
days there was this idea of man 


haeologistswho would be drawing 
their own highly accurate sci- 
entific versions) Jabri would exp- 
erience a kind of time warp. "They 
became so familiar that time bec- 
ame telescoped and the craftsman 
who fashioned the object became 
like someone with whom I had 
shaken hands yesterday." 

Sometimes jabri drew, the pots 
singly, loose yet straight dep- 
ictions that show their simple yet 
sensual and sophisticated curves 
and Jabrfs love for them. Oth- 
ertimes Jabri drew small groups 
delicously composed of exciting 
viewpoints. Best of all however 
are his drawings of great caches of 
pots, huge piles casually heaped 
like some illgotten loot, their 
depth and layers which echo the 
way they had lain for so many mil- 
lenia -given forceful clarity by the 
way Jabri layers the paper on 
which they are drawn. 

Glowing with large sweeps of 
earthy colours, these drawings 
have mostly been executed freely 
and swiftly. Others, in particular 
"Ivories" whose silky sheen, 
(which has remained intact des- 
pite 4.000 years under the earth) 
has been caught to perfection, 
have been rendered with aca- 
demic precision. 

Steve’s Craina 

It is drawings like "Steve’s Cra- 
ina” however which shows an anc- 
ient skull nestling ir. the strange 
environment of a bucket made out 
of old car tyres, that illustrates 
some of the fascinating paradoxes 
of Pella that Jabri found so sti- 
mulating. "You would suddenly 


But the artifacts were not the 
only things to T catch .Jab.qPscyc. 
there jyjft.also i he many other act- 
ivities of the archaeologists and 
the magnificent scenery around 
the site. Many of the landscape 
drawings are rapid but lucid ske- 
tches full of the flocks of goats and 
sheep that came to represent for 
Jabri a certain timelessness. 
"View from Tomb 62" however is 
a wonderfully detailed and pan- 
oramic view of the whole area. 
There in the background are "the 
legendary mountains charged with 
emotions”, while the inset filled, 
foreground makes it a work of an 
of great creativity and originality. 

JabrTs experience at Pella was 
not unmixed and it led him to ser- 
iously question Jordanian soc- 
iety's attitude to its art and culture 
(the litter and ugly modern ins- 
tallations at Pella illustrating its 
total disregard) and his own app- 
roach to an. 

"There is a challenge now to 
people who want to be called art- 
ists in the Arab World, to produce 
a more relevant an form, not one 
that is the spurious copying of folk 
and Islamic an. Nobody has sur- 
faced yet who has managed to cap- 
ture the insane electronic mish 
mash, the hybridisation of the 
modern Arab World. Perhaps it is 
not the most relevant of issues but 
it is one that interests me." 

The exhibition closes on Sunday 
May 20.

IT IS difficult to foretell the consequences of the serious turn the Gulf war has 
taken bv the Iranian air raids on the Saudi and Kuwaiti oil tankers, and the. 
provocative intimidation which the U.S. Envoy Richard Murphy has exe- 
rcised on the Gulf states during his recent and unsuccessful visit Lo the region. 
Murphv has tried to convince Kuwait. Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) to accept 3 U.S. “security'* umbrella so that the U.S. can 
defend the two countries from what he termed as foreign dangers threatening 
them. But the three Gulf states refused the offer. 

A few weeks later, the Saudi and Kuwaiti oil tankers were exposed to 
shelling by Iran, which indicates that the shelling was ordered by the U.S.. and 
thus it seemed like a justification for the U.S. to demonstrate that U.S. 
military presence in the are3 is necessary for securing the freedom of nav- 
igation in the Arabian Gulf. This intention was reflected by the undertaking 
which Larry Speakcs has pronounced to safeguard navigation in the area. 

The incoherent American stand during the I ran- Iraq war. which Iraq has 
condemned more than once, and the American attempt to impose U.S. 
military presence in the area indicate that the American pledge did not rise 
from U.S. concern over the safety of navigation in the Gulf, but was the 
outcome of events which paved the way for it. Thus the U.S. is exercising its 
double-faced role in the Gulf area. While attempting to appear in the guise of 
the protector of the freedom of navigation in the Gulf, it works for placing the 
Gulf area under its umbrella. 

Hence, it can be said that the American promises to safeguard navigation in 
the Gulf is a step which has been prepared for beforehand, and is perhaps 
meant to speed up the conversion of the area into a hot spot of international 
tension. 

We hope that this serious development will alert Arabs into shouldering 
their responsibility and putting an end to I ran’s persistence to pursue the war. 


VIEW FROM AMERICA

Washington maintains a low profile on the Mideast 


SAN FRANCISCO — The 
Middle East is being dow- 
nplayed in American new- 
spapers. An occasional article 
on Lebanon stiU appears. Nat- 
urally, the latest Palestinian 
attacks in Israel were reported. 
There is news of the huge Sov- 
iet offensive in Afghanistan. 
But even that news appears 
well within the inside pages. 
Foreign news now is mainly 
news from Central America, 
and Reagan's recent trip to 
China. Does this silence on the 
Middle East mean anything? 

Judging from the occasional 
comments emerging from 
. Washington, it seems some sort 
of political settlement is eme- 
rging in Lebanon. Certainly the 
signs indicate that agreement is 
being worked out in the con- 
tinuing discussions among 
Lebanese leaders and Pre- 
sident Hafez A1 Assad of Syria. 
The only comment one can 
make from an American per- 
spective is that the Reagan 


administration has decided not 
to make a hostile move towards 
Syria or to back Israel in any 
overt or covert move against 
Syria. Is that good or bad? It 
surely cannot be bad, because 
it “weakens” in fact if not in 
word the strategic co- 
operation agreement earlier 
concluded between the U.S. 
and Israel. 

It may seem like crumbs of 
bread to the Arabs, but the fact 
that the U.S. is allowing the 
new political order in Lebanon 
to be determined by Lebanese 
and Syrians alone is a subtle 
sign that the distance between - 
the U.S. and Israel has grown 
wider, it would be impossible 
to expect the U.S. government, 
in an election year, to do more. 
The last thing the Reagan adm- 
inistration wants is some new 
scandal aroused by pro- Israeli 
elements in the U.S. political 
structure. 

The other news that has also 
appeared in the inside pages of 


American newspapers is the 
agreement between the Soviet 
Union and Iraq under which 
the Soviets will re-supply Iraq 
with weapons. This news item 
too aroused no reaction. How 
remarkable? If it had been 
Nicaragua, the White House 
and the interference of* ‘Soviet 
imperialism" in the Western 
hemisphere. Why no protest? 
Simply because the U.S. has 
also quietly decided to support 
Iraq in its war with Iran. 

It is significant that for the 
first time since the Cold war 
began in 1 947, the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union are backing the 
same country in hs struggle 
with another country. Earlier 
in the four year old history of 
the Iranian Revolution, some 
factions in the U.S. gov- 
ernment still urged that Was- 
hington be patient so that Iran 
could finally turn back to the 
U.S. just as China had done. 
We would back Iran and the 


Soviets would back Iraq! But 
the advocates of “tilting tow- 
ards Iraq" won out, and now 
Iran has become an enemy. 
There are no signs from Was- 
hington that there is any exp- 
ectation of U.S.-Iranian rel- 
ations improving. 

But the Iran advocates of a 
few yean ago saw a Ll.S.-Irao 
lineup confronting a Soviet- 
Iraq lineup. Now. instead, we 
and the Soviets find ourselves 
on the same side, even if unc- 
omfortably. That fact cannot 
be all bad from an Arab per- 
spective- 

. But also “not too bad" is the 
fact that Washington is not try- 
ing to sabotage Syria's role in 
Lebanon. Syria backs Iran and 
hates its fellow Ba'arhists in 
Baghdad. But it is, after all. an 
Arab nation. And so the U.S. 
attitude at least indicates there 
is no automatic desire to equ- 
ate Syria with Iran and con- 
templating some violent action 


against it 

■ Thau leaves Washington s 
position towards the Arab it 
hates most, Muammar Qadhafi 
of Libya. At times it seems as if 
Washington is about to start 
bombing Tripoli and Benghazi. 
Certainly U.S.-Libyan rel- 
ations are bad. Yet during the 
current crisis between Libya 
and Britain, Washington has 
said little. Why did Reagan's 
mouthpieces not fly into par- 
oxysms of holy indignation at 
the newest evidence of "Lib- 
yan terrorism"? It has to be 
because the general line on the 
Middle East in Washington 
now is: shut up. Why? 

It is an election year, and the 
Reagan administration wants 
to trouble coming from so pol- 
itically sensitive a region as the 
Middle East. 

Are there, in all this qui- 
etude, some small clouds in the 
sky that portrend high winds or 
storms or worse? Yes, some. 


There i> ihe ominous fact that 
oil prices arc beginning in 
creep upwards. In the past that 
.always has been a bad sign 
Then there is taik of another 
Iranian "AI-Fajr” oKcnsivc. 
And. of course, there aiw-ays a 
the infinite Israeli capacity to 
make trouble. All the Israelis 
need do is some trick yis-a-vj* 
the West Bank like their earlier 
“annexations" of East ler* 
usalcm and thr Golan. 

Yet there are deeper his- 
torical trends and these muM 
never be overlooked as people 
are rocked by the wav e» ot cur- 
rent events. The Arab World is 
moving and the U.S. knows it 
must come to terms w ith that 
world. That was exactly the 
case between the U.S. and 
China, and Reagan's recent 
visit shows that despite all its 
blunders the U.S. finally came 
around to realising it had no 
choice but to come to terms 
with that great civilisation. 


Lebanon: A new government against the tug of history

BEIRUT — Prime Minister Ras- 
hid Karami" s national unity gov- 
ernment. struggling against his- 
toric divisions, faces the enormous 
task of rebulding a nation that in 
some ways never existed. 

Many people remember Leb- 
anon before the outbreak of civil 
war nine years ago as peaceful and 
prosperous. But it bore seeds of 
destruction planted even before 
its independence from France in 
1943. 

In the struggle for ind- 
ependence. many Muslims res- 
isted the plan to maintain the 
Christian-dominated entity of 
Lebanon. They favoured a union 
with Syria to make them part of a 
larger Arab World. 

The Christians feared such 3 
union would sec them swallowed 


up in an Israamic society. Some 
even wanted to remain under Fra- 
nce. 

But nationalists on both sides 
prevailed. An unwritten “national 
pact" divided political offices 
among the country' s sects, based 
on estimates of their populations. 

The pact produced a Lebanon 
in which life was freer than els- 
ewhere in the Arab World and 
prosperity came, at least to some. 
But it perpetuated loyalty to rel- 
igious sects, feudal families and 
even outside political movements 
rather than to the nation. 

The fragile chain of statehood 
was continually strained — by a 
failed coup in 1949, by a forced 
presidential resignation in 19S1 
and by a civil war, albeit a small 
one. in 1958. 

In 1975, the chain snapped. It is 
that chain Mr. Karami is trying to 
reforge. 


Mr. Kararai. a Sunni Muslim, 
spent nine previous terms as prime 
minister and may know the power 
plays and shifting alliances of 
Lebanese politics better than any- 
one. He also has the backing of 
Syria. 

Mr. Kararai headed off initial 
squabbling over the cabinet by 
naming one without even con- 
sulting its members. President 
Amin Geraayel. a Maronite Chr- 
istian who chose Mr. Kararai as 
prime minister after tilting away 
from Israel and towards Syria, 
persuaded Christian members to 
serve. 

A bit of compromise and pre- 
ssure from Syria, hacker of opp- 
osition militias, brought on key 
Shrite Muslim and Druze mem- 
bers. The 10th member ia the 
half-Muslim. half-Christian cab- 
inet is not yet convinced, but the 
Greek Orthodox Abdulla AI- 


Rassi may still come around. 

Mr. Karami and Mr. Gemayel 
have formed a government ple- 
dged to work for peace. It includes 
leaders whose militias for nine 
years have been killing each 
other’s fighters, along with tho- 
usands of civilians. 

It also takes up its task at a time 
that may be more ripe for peace 
than any in years, precisely bec- 
ause Lebanon is shattered. 

Something of a peace mov- 
ement has developed. Two peace 
marches were cancelled because 
of renewed fighting May 5. That 
only increased public anger at 
what one woman called the det- 
ermination of “the butchers’* to 
silence the people. 

On Saturday (May 12), Leb- 
anon had its first peace march, 
when children marched amid gha- 
stly papier-mache carnival figures 


depicting the horror of war. One 
group of boys and girls marched as 
hostages, blindfolded with their 
hands tied. 

Mr. Karami brought old ene- 
mies together, but they also are 
men who have failed to solve Leb- 
anon's problems in the past. Alr- 
eady they are arguing over re- 
uniting the army, which split along 
sectarian lines over the past eight 
months, as it did in 1975. 

They have not even gotten to 
the central issue. The Christians, 
as fearful today of being swa- 
llowed up as they were 40 years 
ago. still resist giving up power. 
The Muslims, who have grown 
into a clear majority, want their 
share. 

There is the problem, too. of 
removing the Israeli forces from 
South Lebanon. 

Hie tilt towards Syria has pla- 


cated the mainly Druze and Mus- 
lim militias, at Icasi for the mom- 
ent. But the mainly Christian Leb- 
anese forces militia. Israel’s chi- 
ef ally, has begun sliding away 
from its traditional leaders and 
deriding Syrian “hegemony." The 
militiamen are a problem the- 
mselves. both as individuals and 
tools of their loaders. Many know 
no life but fighting. They are paid 
for their work with money cha- 
nnelled from shadowy sources and 
take power from their assault ril- 
les and grenade launchers. 

AH these problems face Mr. 
Karami and his government. A 
genuine cease-fire will be difficult 
enough, and Mr. Karami has ple- 
dged something beyond — "a 
march towards peace.” 

Few armies have faced a more 
difficult march.

Honiurans resent U.S. forces’ presence

TEGUCIGALPA — Angry 
crowds yelling. "Yankees, go 
home" Have focussed attention on 
growing resentment against the 
presence of thousands of United 
Stales troops in Honduras, centre 
of U.S. military operation in Cen- 
tral America. 

The shouts came from lef- 
twingers during a May Day dem- 
onstration that brought almost 
100,000 people to the streets of 
this sleepy capital. 

Bur after 15 months of almost 
continuous joint manoeuvres and 
the establishment of an extensive 
network of U.S. military bases, 
concern over the pervasive pre- 
sence of the U.S. has begun spi- 
lling over to conservatives and 
moderates. 

“ Honduras has been converted 
into a country semi-occupied by 
United States soldiers (who are 
here) without authorisation of our 
congress," said Mario Rivera 
Lopez, leader of the opposition 
Conservative National Party. 

In rare unanimity, both leftists 
and Conservatives fear that the 
U.S. military buildup here could 
drag Honduras into an all-out war 
with neighbouring Nicaragua, 
whose Leftist rulers are a target of 
U.S. hostility. 

Diplomats say the vast majority 
of people in this backward cou- 
ntry. the poorest in the Western 
hemisphere after Haiti, view the 
U.S. presence with indifference. 


“ Most don’t care one way or the 
other," said a Latin American 
envoy. “But those who do have 
considerable misgivings." 

While most criticism is directed 
at the Reagan administration and 
its Centra] American policies, 
some U.S. nationals report signs 
of anti-Americanism on a more 
personal level. 

“I walked to the market in Teg- 
ucigalpa the other day and these 
boys shouted ‘gringo dog of war* 
at me." said a U.S. secretary." Not 
a very nice feeling." 

Non- U.S. foreigners say res- 
entment against the U.S. presence 
has been sharpened by the high 
profile of military personnel. 
“There are Americans eve- 
rywhere you look," said a Eur- 
opean resident." in the best hot- 
els, in the market, in shops, bars, 
restaurants, on the beach, at the 
airport" 

The luxury Maya Hotel, the 
most expensive in the Honduran 
capital, is being used to acc- 
ommodate American gTs in tra- 
nsit between the U.S. and the mil- 
itary bases dotted around Hon- 
duras. 

“What is this?" an astonished 
foreign businessman asked rec- 
ently at the sight of crew-cut U.$. 
troops in camouflage combat fat- 
igues queueing up at the reception 
counter of the Maya Hotel. “Is 
this an American military bar- 
racks or a hotel?" 

Diplomats say misgivings about 
the role of the U.S. have risen in 
direct proportion to the growth of 


U.S. involvement since Ronald 
Reagan took office in 1981 and 
declared he was “drawing the 
line" against Communism in Cen- 
tral America.^ 

Since then," U.S. military ass- 
istance to Honduras has risen 
more than tenfold, from $3.98 
million in 1980 to 41 million this 
year. The U.S. has built or len- 
gthened six airfields and spent $ 1 9 
million to improve the facilities of 
Palmerola air base, nerve centre 
of U.S. military operations. 

Two more airfields are under 
construction, adding to a network 
which also includes a military tra- 
ining centre and two sophisticated 
radar stations. 

But what worries some Hon- 
durans most is the role of the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) in funding, arming and adv- 
ising right-wing insurgents ope- 
rating from bases in Honduras 
against the ruling Sandinist Nat- 
ional Liberation Front (FSLN) in 
Nicaragua. 

The insurgent force has swollen 
from an initial band of a few dozen 
into an army of some 10.000. 

In an advertisement timed to 
coincide with a session of par- 
liament, the Leftist national 
•power workers union recently ref- 
lected fears that operations by the 
insurgents, combined with joint 
Honduran- U.S. exercises, could 
provoke war with Nicaragua. 

“Please, legislators, do not lead 
us to the slaughterhouse." the 
advertisement said. “This is not a 
movie in which President Reagan 


is the good guy...” 

The Conservative newspaper 
Tribuna, which often follows the 
government line, echoed similar 
feelings and referred to rebel raids 
across the border with Nicaragua. 

Efrain Diaz, the only rep- 
resentative of the moderate Chr- 
istian Democratic Party in par- 
liament, warned that the growing* 
militarisation here is increasing 
rather than diminishing tensions. 

No date has been set for the end 
of joint manoeuvres which began 
in February 1983 and at their hei- 
ght involved more than 5,000 U.S. 
ground troops. A new set of war 
games began this month. 

During last year's exercises, 
dubbed Big Pine, U.S. troops set 
up roadblocks on several major 
highways. 

“The gringos stopped us and 
demanded to see our papers," said 
a lorry driver. “They behaved as if 
they owned Honduras." 

But while there is increasing 
concern over the U.S. presence, 
some Hondurans have welcomed 
it without reservation. 

Narciso Rodriguez, manager of 
a bank in Comayagua, where the 
Palmerola air force base is loc- 
ated, said: “The North American 
presence has favourably affected 
the business climate. Reports that 
the U.S. may stay here for 20 years 
has promoted investment.” 

Since last autumn, three new 
discotheques have opened in 
Comayagua. several restaurants 
have been expanded, and four 
brothels began operations. 


New conclusion for 
the West Bank

MERON BENVENIST preaches 
the proposition that Israeli col- 
onisation of the West Bank, the 
territory seized from Jordan in 
1967, has proceeded so far that it 
is “irreversible.” 

Benvenisti. former deputy 
mayor of Jerusalem, reaches his 
conclusion after careful study of 
the West Bank’s demography, 
land holding, investment, road 
transportation, administration. 
He contends that its sovereignty, 
unsettled under international law 
and United Nations resolutions, is 
irrelevant The reality, he says, is 
that the West Bank is now and will 
inevitably remain Israeli. 


• In saying it is now too late to 
undo Begin's deed. Benvenisti 
makes too much, in my judgment, 
of rather little. 

What Benvenisti really means is 
that the politics of the region fav- 
our the status quo. Israel lacks 
incentive, the United States lack' 
will, the Arabs lack power to pro- 
voke change. This situation, tra- 
nsitory though it may be. is per- 
ceived as reality. 

To Benvenisti. is it time for his 
country to face this reality, and the 
consequences of the “facts" it has 
created. If Israel is to continue rul- 
ing the territories, he says, mor- 
ality demands that it grant equal 
rights to the Arabs living in them. 


Ben venistTs study, published in 
April as “The West Bank Data 
Project" by the American Ent- 
erprise Institute, has been the sou- 
rce of much controversy in and out 
of Israel. 

Paradoxically, it has been most 
applauded by Israel's current gov- 
ernment, on the one hand, and the 
Arab World, on the other. To the 
Israeli government, the report 
proves the success of a policy of 
“restoring the biblical provinces 
of Judea and Samaria to their rig- 
htful place. Israel." To the Arabs, 
it is naked proof of Israeli exp- 
ansionism and violation of int- 
ernational law. 

Meanwhile, those who aspire to 
a peaceful settlement of the Mid- 
dle East conflict see the study as a 
document of despair. 

My own view is that Benvenisti 
has produced an admirable work 
of scholarship, and that his con- 
clusion is dead wrong. 

The transfer of territory is a pol- 
itical act It can be buttressed by 
economic, administrative, even 
demographic measures. But it is 
not intrinsically permanent. The 
question is not whether this act, 
once done, can be undone, but at 
what price. 

The historical evidence does not 
back up Benvenisti. The Ame- 
rican South changed flags twice 
from 1861 to 1865. Alsace went 
back and forth between France 
and Germany four times from 
1870 to 1945. Though the cir- 
cumstances which brought about 
these shifts were brutal, the tra- 
nsfers themselves were easy. 

Israeli governments since 1967 
have been busy“creating facts” — 
to use a phrase deeply imbedded 
in Zionist history — in the West 
Bank. Labour, unclear in its obj- 
ective, was desultory in its work. 

but Menacbem Begin's Likud, 
elected in 1977, was not Inc- 
orporation of the West Bank is a 
basic belief of Likud, which went 
about achieving it deliberately and 
without pity. 


The Likud government does not 
agree, though it offers no alt- 
ernative plan. It would like the 
Arabs to leave the West Bank, but 
they will not go. It will not offer 
them citizenship or invite them to 
vote in Israeli elections. Nearly all 
Israelis recognise that to extend 
the franchise to nearly two million 
Arabs currently living under Isr- 
ael" s flag would doom the Zionist 
dream of a Jewish state. 

So the government prolongs the 
uncertainty of the territory's legal 
status, declining formal ann- 
exation. justifying denial of rights 
by arguing that the .Arabs' con- 
dition is “temporary." This leads 
Benvenisti to the conclusion that 
IsraeL in prolonging its authority 
over the West Bank, is drifting 
inevitably into apartheid. The 
drift is poisoning the society ami 
making a mockery of Zionism's 
century-old “democratic ideals." 

Benevenisri will not say so, but I 
suspect his actual goal in this study 
is to shock Israelis into recognising 
the grim significance of the cho- 
ices he sees before them: to sac- 
rifice Israel's Jewish character or 
its “democracy" if not both. 

. The alternative. Benvenisti 
notwithstanding, would be neg- 
otiations to restore the West Bank 
to Arab rule, in a framework con- 
sistent with Israeli security. It 
would mean disentangling" the 

facts" created in 1 7 years of occ- 
upation. at substantia] financial 
political structure would be eno- 
rmous. 

But that is different from Ben- 
venisti s contention that the sit- 
uation is “irreversible." On that 
«mm I am sure he is mistaken. If 
the political will were present, the 
solution would follow. Bui the 
present Israeli government values 
the territory more highly than a 
settlement with its neighbours. 
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THE OUESTION of whether .life 
exists bir oat in outer space has 
always been a source of int- 
, riguement to me. If you believe, as 
. I do T that it - does, you might be 
surprised to know that this belief is 
!' . not only shared by people in mod- 
, em times, but was also expressed - 
; by some in ancient ones. A Greek' 
pise man by the name of Met- 
jodontSjTvrote in the fourth cen- 
tury B-C^‘‘To consider the Earth 
as thfi dnly populated world in inf- 
inite space is as absurd as to assert 
that, man entire field sown with. 
mfllel.'OQly ooe gram will grow." 

Today, the -question among sci- 
entists is not so much one of if life 
exists as if is where. In other 
words, few scientists contest the 
idea of the presence of life in the 
universe, although there is still 
great debate of whether or not it 
exists in our. galaxy. There is as yet 
oo evidence that life exists any- 
where outside our planet. But 
'absence of evidence, said one sci- 
entist. Is not evidence of abscence. 
There- is a. lot of circumstantial 
evidence that points to the exi- 
stence of life in outer space. But 
actual proof is only possible once 
we actuary make contact with 
other intelligence beings. 

Several laymen point to the 
numerous sightings of UFO’s- 
(Unidentifiable Flying Objects) as 
possible evidence of “space- 
being^ visiting Earth. However, 
most scientists in the field (about 
75 per cent according to one 
study), whether pro- 
extraterrestials or not, dismiss the 
UFO hypothesis, concluding that 
UFO>can be explained by several 
pheno men aether than spacecrafts 
visiting oar planet. 

Modern-day scientists, having 
established the notion that life 
indeed exists outside our planet, 
go on to debate the possible forms 
of this life. One of the major que- 
stions to ponder in this regard is 
whether such a life is similar or 
different Than our own. A leading 
point of view claims that life any- 
where in the universe must be 
made of the same elements that 
constitute it here — carbon, hyd- 
rogen, nitrogen, and orxygen. But 
the process of evolution might be 
different, depending on planets' 
different conditions, and leading 
to creatures that might look dif- 
ferently than us. Fot example, 
other planets might have different 
gravities, leading to the evolution 
of stronger or weaker bone str- 
uctures. Or they may have less 
light, leading to the formation of 
bigger eyes with bigger pupils, ft is 
well known that all creatures cha- 
nge their, shapes to suit the env- 
ironment.' Carl Sagan, a leading 
astro no m is l, and the host of -the 
famous T.V. series, “Cosmos?”, 
says in this regard: “We are the 
product of 4.5 billion years (est- 
imated age of Earth) of slow bio- 
logical evolution. There is no rea- 
son to think that the evolutionary 
process has stopped. Man is a tra- 
nsitional animal. He is not the cli- 
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.max of creation". The implication 
is that even we are still changing, 
depending on the changing con- 
ditions of our planet. The other 
important implication is that there 
are lherarily millions of other 
older galaxies in the universe, 
■where life might have had time to 
evolve into higher forms and bet- 
ter civilisations. 

There is also another point of 
view that disputes the idea of a 
unique origin or form of life. It 
does not preclude the possibility 
that the kind of life that exists on 
Earth is only one small subset of a 
vast array of possMe biologies. 

Whether life has one or several 
possible forms, a new science has 
emerged called exobiology, con- 
cerned with the study of biology 
beyond Earth. This science is yet 
to establish many facts, among 
them proof of its own existence. 
Nevertheless, it is a valid science, 
and many experiments have been 
conducted in this regard, par- 
ticularly on astronauts in outer 
space to see how their biologies 
would be affected in space env- 
ironments. 

Scientists are also transmitting 
messages constantly from Earth to 
outer space by means of huge 
radio telescopes, and are also “lis- 
tening in'* to any messages that 
might have been sent by other civ- 
Qisa dons. 

Regarding life oh other planets, 
let us for the raome'nt assume sim- 
ilar developments under similar 
conditions, which means that life 
and intelligence have developed 
wherever a planet similar enough 
to our Earth was going in the right 
orbit, at the proper distance, aro- 
und a star similar to our Sun, and 
old enough. Many scientists have 
estimated how frequently it hap- 
pens that conditions for life are 
fulfilled under such restrictive 
assumptions. Within a factor of 
ten, say, the results mostly state 
that about 0.5 per cent of all stars 
should have a planet where life 
similar to our own could be exp- 
ected. Our galaxy alone would 
have about 1 billion, that is, 

1 ,000,000,000 such habitable 
planets, although our nearest nei- 
ghbours would be about 20 light 
years away (approximately two 
hundred thousand billion kil- 
ometres). 

The obvious question to ask at 
this point is this: If there are 1 
billion habitable planets in our 
galaxy, where are all these E.T .'s? 
Why haven’t we made contact 
with them yet? Surely many of 
. them have older civilisations and 
higher forms of intelligence. Why, 
then, have riot so/qe of them vis- ; 
ited us before? Or have they? 

Several thories have tried to 
explain this paradox of the abs- 
cence of extraterrestials on Earth. 
One theory claims simply that 
since E.T.’s are not here, they do 
not exist in our galaxy. The opp- 
osing theory states that such a 
hypothesis is simplistic, and offers 
arguments to expaiin this abs- 


cence. T will try in what follows to 
outline the basic arguments pre- 
sented in each theory, leaving the 
reader to judge which ones are 
more plausible. 

These basic arguments can be 
grouped under physical, soc- 
iological, and temporal exp- 
lanations. There are real physical 
obstacles to space travel one the- 
ory says. For example, it would 
take hundreds of years, even tra-‘ 
veiling at one tenth the speed of 
light (which is presently imp- 
ossible), to reach the nearest siar 
from Earth. It would also take an 
enormous amount of energy, and 
hence fuel to store on-board any 
spacecraft undertaking such a mis- 
sion. Thus, such physical lino- 
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nations could have prevented extraterrestials are just like us.

There are three sociological 
hypotheses that attempt to explain 
the abscence of E.T.'s on.

Critics of all these hypotheses 
claim that for such theories to 
apply, they should hold for every 


race in our galaxy at every stage in 
their histoiy after they achieve the 
ability to engage in space travel, a 
most unlikely assumption. Others 
point out, however, that most, if 
not all, societies will eventually 
come to suffer from over- 
population. and destroy the- 
mselves. nuclear war or not, thus 
preventing them from und- 
ertaking interstellar travel. 

The temporal explanation sta- 
tes that the reason no E.T.’s are 
here is simply because none have 
yet had the time to reach us. Both 
propponents and opponents of 
this theory back their arguments 
with mathematical equations 1 will 
not bore you with, although both 
use many assumptions that are yet 


to be verified. 

Perhaps they have come. Per- 
haps visitors from outer space 
have arrived here, but did not set- 
tle permanently. But why have 
they chosen not to remain or col- 
onise the Earth, critics ask. Surely, 
they say. there must be at least one 
civilisation that had the opp- 
ortunity to colonise the Earth 
sometime in our history and cho- 
se to do so. Since that did not 
happen, no one came, these critics 
say. The other view is that Earth 
conditions might not be suitable 
for other creatures, and thus it is 
possible that they only chose to 
visit but not remain, or that they 
might have an unmanned probe in 
the solar system which would rep- 
ort to their civilisations when our 


society reached a sufficiently adv- ' 
anccd stale. 

The idea of other people exi- 
sting out there in space is certainly 
fascinating. It leads one to ask 
many and serious questions about 
one's own existence. 1 have pre- 
sented but a few of the many arg- 
uemenis supporting or denying 
the existence of such life in our 
own galaxy. But beyond all the 
scientific proofs, beyond all the 
mathematical jargon, the best 
arguement to me remains that wri- 
tten 24 centuries ago by that 
Greek philosopher. It is absurd 
indeed, and rather egotistical. I 
might add, to expect that "in an 
entire field sown with millet, only 
one grain will grow.” 


Jordan phosphate industry is vital for development 


THE METHODS for con- 
serving soil fertility, so in turn it 
may feed mankind, were 
known to man from time imm- 
emorial. These traditional 
methods were limited to the 
use of crop rotation, fallow, 
wood ashes, burying fish, bur- 
ning stalks, organic manure, 
etc. However, fertiliser con- 
sumption for fanning grew by 
the interaction of highly inc- 
reased food demand, due to the 
upsurge of population in the 
urban Industrial centres and 
due to shrinking rural labour. 
These factors speeded up the 
development of the science of 
agriculture and has increased 
the use of natural fertilisers, 
such as bone meal guano and 
Chilean nitrate. 

The use of chemical fer- 
tilisers was brought about by 
the doctrine of mineral plant 
nutrition which was declared in 
1840 by Justus von liebig; it 
showed experimentally the soil 
as a source of inorganic salts for 
plants, and when the soO is lac- 
king some of the major 
macro-elements the plants exh- 
ibited symptoms of nutrient 
deficiency and were unable to 
fully complete their vegetative 
cycle. 

The important role played 
by trade inorganic elements in 
plant growth was also realised' 
about a century later. Thus sta- 
rted the long-standing quest 
for ever-increasing crop yield 
and agricultural productivity 
that is currently agriculture’s 
most important single obj-.* 
ecrive. Subsequently this led to>T? 
the evolution and development 
of the well advanced fertiliser 
Industry of today. 

Phosphorus was discovered 
by Henning Brand of Ham- 
burg, who in 1669 obtained it 
by distilling urine. The sub- 
stance obtained burst into 
flame when exposed to the- air 


and glowed in the dark. It was 
subsequently named “Pho- 
sphorus” meaning light- 
bearing. Arabian alchemists 
may have discovered the ele- 
ment much earlier, but the 
term phosphorus was applied 
to various light-bearing mod- 
ern phosphorescent materials 
which were devoid of the ele- 
ment. 

Phosphorus compounds are 
present in soil, bone and teeth, 
in photosynthesis, metabolism, 
and in blood and all celluar 
organism, etc. They play a vital 
role in living processes and are 
essential for hereditary pro- 
cesses, growth, development 
and maintenance of all plants 
and animals. 

The main natural cora- 
.mercial source of Phosphorus 
is from sedimentary deposits, 
where the apatite occurs in an 
amorphous and impure form 
known as Phosphorite and 
commonly referred to as pho- 
sphate rock. 

The most important deposits 
of the apatite group occur in 
Morocco, Sahara, Algeria, 
Egypl Jordan, USA. 

Over (90) per cent of the 
world's phosphate rock pro- 
duction is converted into ort- 
hophosphoric acid by the hyd- 
rate (wet) process. Almost all 
of this is used to make fertiliser 
and less than five — 1 0 percent 
is used to make other com- 
mercial phosphorus com- 
pounds. 

In 1980 the rock phosphate 
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^’million metric tons and by the 
year 2000, its production sho- 
uld exceed 250 million tons. 
For that year Jordan produced 
4,25 million tons of the rock 
which accounted for 3.1 per 
cent of the world rock pro- 
duction. On the other hand 
Jordan exported 3.61 million 
tons amounting to 6.9 per cent 
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world expons. 

Extensive phosphate bea- 
.ring horizons cover about (60) 
per cent of Jordan's total sur- 
face area. These phosphate 
formations lie near the surface, 
a favourable mining condition 
in terms of excavation, ore pro- 
cessig ore beneficiaiion. grade, 
etc... 

Jordan's principal phosphate 
regions are Rusaifa. AJ Abiad. 
A1 Hazza and Shidiya deposits. 
The latter is under study now. 
Given positive findings of eco- 
nomic potentialities, the Shi- 
diya mine is estimated to start 
initial production of three mil- 
lion tons per year (TPY) in 
1988, to be increased to an ult- 
imate production target of nine 
million TPY by 2000. 

The quality of roc- 
kphosphate id defined in terras 
of its tricalcium phosphate 
(TCP) and/or its P205 con- 
tent. normally lying between 
28 and 34 per cent of P205 
concentration. All phosphate 
rock contains a range of imp- 
urities such as fluorides, chl- 
orides silica, iron, aluminium, 
magnesium, organic matter 
and carbonates, which causes 
process problems and -'Affects 
its efficiency. The production 
of phosphoric acid an.d pho- 
sphatic fertilisers like Mon- 
oammonium phosphate 
(MAP) Diammonium pho- 
sphate (DAP), Triple super 
phosphate (TSP) are more sen- 
sitive to these imparities. than 
that of Single super phosphate 
(SSP). 

Jordan's rock phosphate is 
friable, soft, porous, and the 
high grade is too pure i.e. very 
low in impurities. Therefore, 
most of the rock phosphate 
exported is processed che- 
mically to manufacture pho- 
sphoric acid, the basic int- 


ermediary/ materia] in the pro- 
duction of high analysis fer- 
tilisers. Only small quantities 
of the rock phosphate ore in 
the form of fine phosphate are 
applie d directly on acidic soils. 

In order to maximise the. 
benefits of Jordan phosphate 
rock, ample deposits, and to be 
competitive in the world mar- 
ket requirements. Jordan Fer- 
tiliser Industry Co. Ltd (JFI) 
was established in March 1975 
’to manufacture phospha tic fer- 
tilisers and in December 1982, 
the fertiliser complex at Wadi 
2. Aqaba came on stream. The 
fertiliser complex consists of 
units for manufacturing sul- 
phuric acid, phosphoric acid, 
granulation of (DAP), the req- 
uired offsites and ancillary fac- 
ilities, and include its own ter- 
minal for importing raw mat- 
erials (ammonia and sulphur), 
and for exporting man- 
ufactured phosphoric acid and 
DAP. 

Mixed fertilisers contain 
several nutrient elements obt- 
ained either by mixing com- 
ponents generally containing 
only one nutrient or such com- 
ponents with compound fer- 
tilisers. They are also known as 
complete fertilisers. The use of 
complete fertilisers is imp- 
ortant in agricultural practice 
because of the appreciable 
economies achieved in tra- 
nsport, storage handling. 

j&ft^-jFuturewise, Jordan is in a 

^“priviliged position to expand 
significantly and profitably its 
phosphate industry due to the 
following reasons: 

1. Geographical location of 
its Aqaba port offers a sig- 
nificant freight cost advantage 
over other phosphate pro- 
ducers in the world. Sub- 
sequently. every country south 


of the Suez represents a pri- 
vileged market for Jordan. 

2. Growing Asian markets 
for phosphate rock and pho- 
sphatic fertilisers (H3P04. 
DAP. TSP). Obviously as the 
food needs in the world are 
always increasing, the P205 
demand, in every aspect, will 
correspondingly also continue 
to rise. Jordan has already cap- 
tured viable and attractive tar- 
get markets (52 percent and 23 
per cent) for South Asia and 
East Asia respectively. 

3. Favourable mining con- 
ditions ami the good chemical 
and physical processing cha- 
racteristics of its phosphate 
rock. 

The available P205 on the 
world market is mainly found 
as rock phosphate and pro- 
cessed phosphatic fertilisers 
(H3P04-DAP-TSP). The rock 
production and consumption 
show a constant ascending 
trend and by the year 2000. 
rock phosphate production is 
estimated to reach 250 million 
tons (72 million tons for pro- 
cessed P205). In 1970. the 
rock form was by far the most 
dominant, but between 1970 
and 1974. a change in trends 
occurred towards processed 
P205 fertilisers, which rep- 
resents the main outlet for pho- 
sphoric acid. The meteoric rise 
in the importance of pho- 
sphoric acid production is still 
continuing, with many huge 
plants coming on-stream, app- 
roaching completion, under 
constructions or being pla- 
nned. Such growLh and its cha- 
nging trends are not without 
problems. It is now expected 
that in Lhe future a slow inc- 
rease for the rock phosphate is 
anticipated due to many rea- 
sons such as: 

1. The industry's high BPL 
rock grades are bound to dec- 
line in quality since they are 


progressively exhausted thus 
making it less attractive in 
terms of higher freight costs 
per ion of P205. and chemical 
processing becomes more dif- 
ficult. 

2. Governments in the pho- 
sphate producing developing 
countries have come to rec- 
ognise the added value of mar- 
keting these processed mat- 
erials rather than in the trading 
of raw material and are now 
investing in their own home 
phosphate processing ind- 
ustries. thus widening their tar- 
get markets at the expense of 
those traditionally industrial 
areas which luck indigenous 
phosphate rock resources. 

3. in some respects big rock 
importers in India. Japan. 
EEC. East Europe etc. for rea- 
sons of their own will cover 
their increasing needs by buy- 
ing processed phosphatic pro- 
ducts rather than increasing 
their phosphate rock pro- 
cessing capacity or are lacking 
the necessary processing che- 
mical plants. 

The phosphate industries in 
Jordan is expanding and enjoy 
the benefit of its strategic geo- 
graphical location iu regard to 
the large established markets 
of Europe as well as to pot- 
ential markets of Asia. Mor- 
eover. the availability of sub- 
stantial phosphate rock res- 
ources (with the exception of 
imported sulphur and amm- 
onia required for sulphuric acid 
production and DAP gra- 
nulation). give Jordan greaicr 
scope for future developments.

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Regan thinks deficit cuts 
decrease interest rates 


PARIS (R) — U.S. Treasury Sec- 
rctary Donaid Regan said Friday 
that the ad ministrations’ s efforts 
to cut future budget deficits would 
have a “ psychological" impact on 
world financial markets and that 
U.S. interest rates would come; 
down “over the long term”. 

He was speaking at a press bre- 1 
akfast following news late Thu- 
rsday that the Senate had passed 
with one amendment the adm- 
inistration’s “down payment” 
budget- package to cut the. deficit . 
by $142 billion over three years. 

The first year effect would be to 
reduce the projected near $200 
bQHod deficit by about 27 bQlion 
in the 1985 fiscal year, he said. 

This latest development has 
re-infoiced the prospect of the- 
administration, getting con- 
gressional approval soon. 

Ft was a timely move for Mr. 
Re gan who was expected to face 
some tough questioning here Fri- 
day from finance ministers att- 
ending the two-day annual council 
of the Organisation for Economic 


Co-operation and Development 
(OECD) on the recent increase in 
U.S. interest rates. 

The U.S. administration has 
been under strong pressure from 
its major economic partners to 
reduce its massive budget deficits 
— a move seen as essential to red- 
ucing interest rates, and the value 
of the dollar on world currency 
markets. 

Mr. Regan; said that he exp- 
ected the Senate and House 
“downpayment” proposals would 
go into conference to reach a 
compromise after the Memorial 
Day recess at the end of ^fay. 

He made clear he presonaily did 
not think there was any direct link 
between the deficits and interest 
rates. 

But he added: “For those who 
want to make a direct linkage bet- 
ween deficits and interest rate 
cuts, it shows that we are on the 
right track”, adding “some of us 
do not make that linkage”.

Insurers, count Gulf losses, 
see possible higher rates 


LONDON (R) — A U.S. intervention in the Gulf to 
safeguard international shipping following Wed- 
nesday’s attack on a Saudi tanker would increase 
tension and prompt further rises in insurance rates, 
a London insurer said Thursday. 


Stephen Merrett, a leading 
underwriter at Lloyd’s of London 
and a member of its governing 
body, was commenting on the 
repercussions of the air attack on 
the 21 5,000-tonne Yanbu Pride in 
Saudi Arabian waters. 

lie told a news conference the 
raid, the fifth on a vessel in the 
Gulf this week, had already pro- 
mpted insurers to extend the area 
covered by so-called war risk ins- 
urance to the previously peaceful 
.southern shore of the Gulf. 

Mr. Merrett said he accepted 
reports from the Gulf that Iran 
was responsible for the Yanbu 
Pride attack, although he noted 


that most previous attacks on shi- 
pping in the four-year-old Gulf 
war tad been carried out by Iraq. 

The situation was liable to “get 
worse before it gets better", Mr. 
Merrett said. “ If the Iranians hope 
to get any effect from this gesture, 
it has to be pursued a little way.” 

Mr. Merrett said further attacks 
on shipping would bring cor- 
responding increases in war risk 
rates but so would any super- 
power decision to intervene. 

Commenting on the possibility 
that Saudi Arabia and its Gulf all- 
ies might use force to defead their 
shipping, Mr. Merrett said: “I 
don’t think legitimate acts of nat- 


ional defence by the Saudis would 
worry underwriters ... the general 
perception in the Gulf would be 
quqp different if the Saudis were 
involved or the United States.” 

He said super-power inv- 
olvement would invite retaliation 
and would significantly increase 
tension in the area. But he added: 
“It is likely that there would be no 
great power intervention until ihe 
situation deteriorated further." 

Mr. Merrett said shipowners 
were now more concerned about 
the safety of their vessels and 
crews in the Gulf than they were 
about rapidly increasing insurance 
charges. 

Insurance rates offered as of 
Wednesday show sharp rises in 
premiums for a large number of 
ports in the southern and western 
Gulf, including Ras Tan lira, near 
where the Yanbu Pride was hit. 

War risk premiums on vessels 
rose from 0.075 per cent of ins- 
ured value to 0.25 per cent for 


southern Gulf destinations, with 
corresponding increases for sou- 
thern Iranian ports. 

For more exposed Iranian ports 
at the head of the Gulf, including 
Kharg Island, the war risk pre- 
mium on cargoes was increased 
from two percent to three percent 
of value. 

Mr. Merrett said the cost of ins- 
uring a laden supertanker out of 
Kharg had risen from around 
$500,000 six months ago to $1 .75 
million Thursday. 

He said Lloyd’s underwriters 
estimated losses suffered in att- 
acks on vessels in recent weeks at 
about SI 00 million. 

Underwriters grouped at 
Lloyd’s, which handles the bulk of 
international marine insurance, 
lost S300 million at the start of the 
Gulf war when foreign vessels 
were trapped in the Shall AI Arab 
estuary between Iran and Iraq. 
Mr. Merrett said.

The proposal was approved on a 
65-32 vote Thursday despite 
complaints by opposition Dem- 
ocrats that defence spending sho- 
uld also be cut to relieve pressure 
on rising U.S. interest rates.

PARIS (R) — The $7.5 billion 
rescue package for Continental Ill- 
inois Bank announced Thursday 
showed that the U.S. government 
stood firmly behind its banking 
system.

Turkish wholesale prices rise in April 


ANKARA — Turkey’s wholesale 
price index rose 6.4 per cent in 
April compared with March to 
8056.4 (base 1963 equals 100), 
and was 50.2 per cent higher than 
a year earlier, according to official 
figures released this week. 

The increase, which followed a 
spate of recent price rises, showed 
a marked deterioration from 


March, when prices rose 2.3 per 
cent from February to stand at 
44.3 per cent above the March 
1983 level. 

The index, the government’s 
main inflation indicator, showed 
an 18.7 per cent increase in the 
first four months of this year after 
an 113 perceat gain in the same 


period of 1983. 

The government’s official target 
of 25 per cent inflation over the 
whole of this year is now certain to 
be exceeded. But Prime Minister 
Turgut Ozal has said he expects 
the rate of increase to slow in the 
second half of the year to an ann- 
ual rate of 25 per cent by the year 
end.

WASHINGTON (R) — Backers and opponents of 
President Reagan's Central America policy have 
agreed to force new congressional votes on aid to Kl 
Salvador and to rebels fighting the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment. 


The linos wore drawn Thursday 
as House and Senate negotiators 
reached agreement on all other 
items but these in a S 1 billion sup- 
plementary spe ruling bill for 1 4X5. 

The Republican-controlled 

Senate had included $bl .7 million 
in military aid for the U.S.- backed 
Salvadorean government plus $21 
million for Nicaragua's anti- 
Snndinisi guerrillas in the massive 
funding bill. But the House of 
Representatives did not. 

Friday's Senate negotiators ref- 
used to back down on support for 
the Nicaraguan rebels and House 
negotiators refused to retreat on 
opposition to the El Salvador 
money. 

•• The House has never voted nn 
(the S2I -million request for) Nic- 
aragua. This will get them a cha- 
nce to vote." said Senator Ted 
Stevens of Alaska, who argued the 
administration's position. 

The House last year rejected 
funding tor the Central Int- 
elligence Agency's covert war in 
Nicaragua. Bui it later accepted a 
compromise spending package of 


$24 million. 

House Democratic leaders have 
predicted that it will reject Mr. 
Reagan's request for an additional 
S21 million passes by the Senate 
this year. 

Bui Sen. Sicvcns and Under- 
secretary of Slate William Sch- 
neider said they thought House 
approval last week of vfr. Rea- 
gan's broad 1 4X5 aid plan for Cen- 
tral America suggested a shift of 
mood. 

vlr. Schneider also said the ele- 
ction of moderate Jose Napoleon 
Duarte as next president of El- 
Salvador could make the House 
more amenable to Mr. Reagan's 
position. 

"The new government of El 
Salvador wants us to continue our 
activities in the region, including 
Nicaragua, so we have a different 
situation than we did a few weeks 
ago.” he saiJ. 

Ho also said congressional 
anger over CIA involvement in 
the mining of Nicaraguan har- 
bours has receded as an issue.

Sri Lanka extends e nergency rule 


COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lanka, 
plagued by guerrilla violence and 
ethnic unrest. Friday completed 
one year under emergency rule 
and President Junius Jayewardcnc 
immediately extended the state of 
emergency for a further month. 

Mr. Jayewardene ordered the 
extension as an American couple, 
released after being held to ran- 
som under threat of death by sep- 
aratist guerrillas, prepared to 
leave the Island. 

The emergency was first dec- 
lared on May 1 X last year to deal 
with violence which threatened to 
erupt after parliamentary and 
local elections. 

Since then Mr. Jayewardene has 
extended it every 30 days as gue- 
rrilla activity increased and ten- 


sion between the majority Sin- 
halese and minority Tamils hei- 
ghtened. 

The killing of 1 3 Sinhalese sol- 
diers in the northern district of Jaf- 
fna last July by Tamil guerrillas 
sparked ethnic violence in which 
nearly 400 people died. 

The government has armed tro- 
ops with additional powers to deal 
with violence under the eme- 
rgency. 

The opposition has opposed the 
country-wide extension of the 
emergency. Some opposition 
members have urged the gov- 
ernment to confine it to the tro- 
ubled northern and eastern pro- 
vinces.

French gunman commits 
suicide after killing two 


LA ROCHE-SUR-FORON. 
France ( R) — One of two gunmen 
who killed a policeman and ano- 
ther man Thursday committed 
suicide as a massive manhunt was 
underway in south-east France, 
police said. 

They said Henri Gruffat. 21. 
was found by a motorway near the 
town of Annecy. He had shot him- 
self through the mouth with a rifle, 
they said. 

The search was continuing for 
his partner. 

Police said this Alpine town had 
been sealed off by roadblocks and 
the Swiss border some 15 kil- 
ometres away had been closed, 
following the shooting which 
began when police foiled a raid on 


a factory. 

They said a 26-ycar-old pol- 
iceman died immediately when he 
was shot in the head with a hunting 
rifle at the factory, while his col- 
league was hit in an arm and sho- 
ulder.

He had already said any cabinet 
member who ran for an assembly 
seat and lost would also lose his 
appointed post. Only one. Agr- 
iculture Minister Arturo Tanco. 
has conceded defeat, although 
three others were running behind. 
Mr. Marcos did not require all of 
them to run. 

Previously, government tallies 
differed widely from an ind- 
ependent count which had showed 
opposition candidates leading in a 
majority of reported races. 

By late Friday afternoon, the 
independent National Citizens 
Movement for a Free Election, 
with 7 1 per cent of the votes cou- 
nted. showed Mr. Marcos' ca 
didaies had won or were leading in 
4X races, compared to 85 for his 
opponents. 

Only 64 of the 1X3 races had 
been declared — 40 winners from 
Mr. Marcos' party. 22 opp- 
ositionists and two independents. 

There was no new breakdown 
from the government side of those 
running ahead Friday, but the off- 
icial news agency reported Thu- 
rsday that Mr. Marcos' New Soc- 
iety Movement was leading in 120 
races. 

Mr. Marcos said the day after 
the election he expected to have 
140 seats. 

"The order has gone out from 
Malacanang (Marcos’ palace) for 
a change in the results." said Sal- 
vador H. Laurel president of the 
opposition grouping United Nat- 
ionalist Democratic Organisation 
(UNIDO). 

Mr. Laurel blamed- First Lady 
and metropolitan Manila Gov. 
imelda Marcos for the delay in 
declaring opposition winners in 
the city where he claimed 15of2I 
seats. Mrs. Marcos campaigned 
extensively in Manila. 

Mr. Laurel alleged "massive 
fraud, terrorism and vote buying” 
marked the voting In 16 of the 
country's .73 provinces, ranging 
from I locos Sur in the north to 
Tawi Tawi in the extreme south. 


Peron to return for talks with Alfonsin 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — Maria 
Estcla Martinez de Peron. former 
president of Argentina and heiress 
of the Peronist political mystique, 
will return home on Sunday, tem- 
porarily ending her self-imposed 
exile in Spain. 

The secretive and nervous 53 
year-old opposition leader is com- 
ing back at the invitation of Pre- 
sident Raul Alfonsin. who wants 
to find common ground with the 
strong Peronist opposition party 
to work out an economic recovery 
programme. 

The fragmented Peronist Party, 
which has floundered since the 
death in i 474 of its founder, for- 
mer President Juan Domingo 
Peron. is also waiting expectantly 
for the return of Maria Peron. its 
Iasi link to the charismatic former 
leader. 

"We need Scnora Peron to 
come, guide, orient and lead the 
party and to take charge of actions 


that the Peronist rank and file are 
demanding.” Peronist politician 
Carlos Grosso said. “ If this does 
not occur, her role will be washed 
out." 

But the plans and thoughts of 
Peron’ s widow are a mystery to 
even the closest of her followers, 
Peronist sources say. She stu- 
' diously avoids the press, pol- 
iticians and advisers. 

Critics question the value of any 
contribution by Mrs. Peron to the 
talks with Mr. Alfonsin. saying she 
has little grasp of the complexities 
of fighting Argentina's 522 per 
cent annual inflation rate or res- 
cheduling its $43 .6 billion foreign 
debt. 

Mr. Alfonsin, however, actively 
sought Mrs. Peron' s participation 
in the talks, saying he wamed"one 
interlocutor” instead of dealing 
with various Peronist leaders, all 
competing to make a name for 
themselves. 


The Peronist Party has been in 
disarray since its crushing defeat 
by Mr. Alfonsin in general ele- 
ctions last October. 

The poll was the Peronisis first 
defeat in free elections since they 
were emerged in 1 445. it also was 
the first general election since the 
death of Juan Peron; who was pre- 
sident three times. 

His widow and successor att- 
ended Mr. Alfonsin's ina- 
uguration. which ended the mil- 
itary government which ousted 
her in 1976 and held her in cus- 
tody until 1481. when she went 
into exile. 

During her eight-day stay. Mrs. 
Peron described Mr. Alfonsin as 
"a brilliant president.” She urged 
a voluntary purge of the Peronist 
leadership saying: “We did not 
win (the elections) because our 
leaders failed us.” 

But the leadership has rem- 
ained unchanged. 


India, Pakistan to resume peace talks 


ISLAMABAD (R) — India and 
Pakistan are due to resume stalled 
peace treaty talks here at the wee- 
kend despite recriminations mar- 
king another low point in the often 
fragile relations between two sus- 
picious neighbours. 

India's Foreign Secretary Mah- 
arajkumar Rasgotra. who arrives 
on Saturday tor a five-day visit, 
and his Pakistani opposite number 
Niaz Naik. will discuss a Pakistani 
proposal for a non-aggression pact 
and an Indian proposal for a treaty 
of peace, friendship and co- 
operation between the two cou- 
ntries. 

Their meeting was originally 
scheduled to begin on May 12 but 
was put off for a week because of a 
visit to the sub-continent by 
U.S.-Vice-Presidcnt George 
Bush. 

Ties between the two countries 
were recently marked by an exc- 
hange of charges of interference in 
each other's internal affairs and of 
border violations as well as sta- 
tements of concern about their 
military purchases. 

The two nations have fought 
three wars since independence in 


1447. two’ of them over the dis- 
puted Himalayan state of Jammu 
and Kashmir, two-thirds of which 
is controlled by India and the rest 
by Pakistan. 

Last February. India executed a 
separatist Kashmiri leader. Maq- 
bool Butt, following a murder 
conviction but he was hailed in 
Pakistan as a freedom fighter. 

Posters carrying Mr. Butt’s por- 
trait depicting him as a hero are a 
common sight on walls in towns in 
Pakistani-administered Kashmir 
where widespread demonstrations 
were Held against his execution. 

New Delhi regards Kashmir as 
an integral pan of India but Pak- 
istan says Kashmiris should decide 
in a United Nations-superviscd 
referendum whether they want to 
join India or Pakistan. 

India wants the future peace 
treaty to bind the two countries to 
settle Kashmir and other disputes 
bilaterally. Pakistan says it is not 
opposed to bilateral settlement 
but woufcT not like to foreclose its 
option to go to the United Nations 
on the Kashmir issue. 

India has objected to Pakistan 


raising Kashmir at international 
forums since they signed a peace 
agreement in 1472 at the Indian 
resort town of Simla after the 
1471 war over Bangladesh. 

But Pakistani officials said the 
Simla agreement, which provided 
for a peaceful settlement on Kas- 
hmir. did not close the doors on 
Islamabad taking the matter to the 
United Nations. 

The two sides, which last held 
formal talks on their parallel 
peace treaty proposals in Dec- 
ember. 1982. in New Delhi, have 
also differed on an Indian sug- 
gestion against granting foreign 
military bases. Islamabad wants 
the two sides to re-iterate their 
commitment to the general pri- 
nciples and objectives of the 
Non-Aligned Movement, of 
which they are members, rather 
than concentrate on one issue such 
as foreign military bases. 

Pakistan has repeatedly said it is 
not giving military bases to, the 
United States which has granted it 
a $3.2 billion miliLary and eco- 
nomic aid package criticised bv 
India, 



New calculator 
helps to discover 
heart attacks 

BOSTON (R) - A hand-held 
calculator which can help doctor* 
Jccidc whether chow pains should 
be treated lor heart attack has 
been developed by University t»l 
California researchers, a medical 
journal reported. Writing in the 
New England Journal of Med- 
icine. Dr. Harry Selkcr said the 
calculator could significantly red- 
uce the number of people sent 
needlessly to coronary care units. 
Discovering when a person with 
chest pain is suffering Irom a heart 
attack is a major challenge for 
doctors. More than half the people 
admitted to coronary care units 
had not had heart attacks, and five 
per cent of those who had were 
sent home, the magazine said. The 
researchers developed a formula, 
using details of pain felt, medical 
history and electrocardiogram 
information to determine whether 
the patient is a heart attack victim. 

Court upholds prison 
term for actress 

CAIRO (AP) — An appeal* court 
has upheld a one year prison term 
and a 500 Egyptian pound fine for 
actress Magda Al Khatib who was 
convicted of manslaughter and 
endangering lives in a traffic case. 
Cairo newspapers said the court 
upheld the finding that Mrs. Al 
Khatib struck and killed a ped- 
estrian and injured another with 
her car on a bridge between the 
Cairo district of Zamalek and 
Giza last year. Mrs. Al Khatib. 
who is out of the country, was tried 
and convicted in absentia. 

Author Irwin 
Shaw dies 

KLOSTERS. Switzerland (R) - 
American author Invin Shaw has 
died of a heart attack, an emp- 
loyee at his Swiss home said Thu- 
rsday. He was 71. Mr. Shaw died 
Wednesday in hospital in the nea- 
rby ski resort of Davos, she said. 
Author of a dozen novels, many of 
them best-sellers, one of Shaw's 
best-known works was Rich Man. 
Poor Man* 1 which was recently 
made into a successful l\S. tel- 
evision series. He also wrote a 
World War li saga, the Young 
Lions. 

New lorry invented 
in Switzerland 

WUERENLINGEN. Switzerland 
(R) — Swiss researchers Thursday 
unveiled a revolutionary 
hydrogen-powered lorry which 
emits only steam and air in its exh- 
aust. It is the world" s first such veh- 
icle to have been developed as a 
prototype, officials of the Swiss 
Atomic Research Institute told 
reponers. Carbon monoxide and 
nitric oxide pollution from con- 
ventional automonibiie exhausts 
has been widely blamed by sci- 
entists for the demise of forests all 
over Europe. Overall o»sis are sli- 
ghtly below present petrol prices, 
project leader Mieczvslaw Taubc 
said, adding that the main dis- 
advantage is the system's bulk, 
making it best suited' to lorries and 
buses. Mr. Taubc hoped one fifth 
of Switzerland's 40.000 com- 
mercial vehicles would eventually 
run on hydrogen. The vehicle has 
been developed by the Atomic 
Research Institute here with funds 
from the Swiss government and 
private enterprise. 

Demonstrators 
interrupt ballet 

LONDON (R) — Anti-Soviet 
demonstrators campaigning for 
the release of dissident Andrei 
bakharov interrupted the Moscow 
classical ballet's first performance 
m Britain Wednesday. Halfway 
throt^h the first act at London’s 
Dominion Theatre, a man leapt on 
Stage and called for freedom for 
the Soviet Nobel Peace Prize win- 
ner who is in internal exile in the 
Soviet Union. Three men and a 
woman who stood up at the front 
or tne orchestra pit were hustled 
out by security guards. One of the 
demonstrators was taken away in 
an ambulance. Police were called 
and the demonstrators removed. 
Although the curtain came down, 
tne cast kept dancing as the aud- 
tence booed the demonstrators 
ana the performers were given big 
ovation when the curtain went up 
again. The final act of the ballet, 
t he Creation of the World starring 
Ekaterina Maximova: prima bal- 
lerina of Moscow's Bolshoi Ballet. ’ 
passed without interruption and 
there was a 10-minute standing 
ovation for the cast after the final 
curtain.
